As to claims 10-19, Applicants' Remarks in Amendment (filed 4/27/2006) were 
persuasive in showing the prior art of record taken alone or in combination fails to 
suggest, teach, or render obvious a method of cleaning an integrated circuit having a 
ferroelectric layer by contacting a damaged portion of an exposed ferroelectric layer 
with a cleaning solution comprising a fluoride, an organic acid, an alkaline pH adjusting 
agent, and water, along with the rest of the limitations of the claims; and 

As to claims 20-33, the prior art of record taken alone or in combination fails to 
suggest, teach, or render obvious a method of cleaning an integrated circuit having a 
ferroelectric layer by contacting a damaged portion of an exposed ferroelectric layer 
with a cleaning solution comprising a fluoride, an organic acid, an alkaline pH adjusting 
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agent, and water, wherein the organic acid dissolves a reduced metallic component of 
the ferroelectric layer, along with the rest of the limitations of the claims..
